Headquarters Third Japanese Army, 
on the field before Port Arthur, Nov, 
4, via Fusan, Nov, 15,—By a general 
attack on the eastern fortified ridge 
on October 30, the Japanese gained 
the moats of tho principal forts as­ 
sailed, These were wider, deeper and 
stronger than had been supposed, and 
were defended by caponiers or galler­ 
ies running 
north of 
the Keekwan 
forts. The galleries wore captured after 
desperate fighting underground. 
The Russians still hold parts of tho 
moats, but the Japanese are engaged 
In sapping to dislodge 
them, after 
which the capture of the forts should 
bo easy, 
Tho casualties In the attack of the 
Japanese on the eastern fortified ridge 
on October 30 were 1500, It was an 
unsuccessful assault. 
The 
powerful 
East Keekwan fort waa gained, but 
the Russians 
were 
reinforced and 
drove the Japanese down to the foot 
of the hill. 
The Japanese are now 
working toward tho crest of the hill. 
The capture of this fort would give 
the Japanese the key to the eastern 
fortified range, as artillery mounted 
there 
would 
dominate the forts In 
front of thxj ridge and enable the Jap­ 
anese to place Infantry in a position 
to sweep the rJdge.

Moscow, Nov. 14.—Nomlrovich Dan­ 
chenko, the well-known Russian war 
correspondent, telegraphing from Muk­ 
den, says tho reports of the death of 
General Kurokl are confirmed. Accord­ 
ing to his version, at tho battle of tho 
Shakhe river tho splinter of a shell 
struck General Kuroki, tearing out a 
portion of his breast and abdomen. 
He died October 4 at Liao Yang, and 
his body was sent to Japan. 
'‘For the last five weeks,'* says Dan­ 
chenko, **we have practically not ad­ 
vanced at any point on tho whole 
southwestern front even a few versts 
farther than wo stood on October 5, 
On the contrary, we at several places 
have been obliged 
to 
retire several 
versts, but the present lines of de­ 
fenses must be considered permanent 
in view of the strong fortifications con­ 
structed. Tho Japanese positions at 
several points are only SOO paces dis­ 
tant from ours, and must be consid­ 
ered to be definitely occupied by the 
enemy. 
“Alarming news has been received 
from Port Arthur, but the absence of 
reports 
during

niakes it evident that the movement 
of one of the other Russian armies 
will be dependent upon the course of 
events there.'* 


THE STORM AT WILKCSBARRE 


Four Horses V/ert Killed By Treading 
On Live Wires. 
Wilkesbarre. Pa., Nov. 15.—A bliz­ 
zard struck the Wyoming valley on 
Sunday, which was the severest ex­ 
perienced since 1886. f he snow was 
wet and heavy and clung to the tele­ 
graph, telephone and electric light 
v/ires. and many of the wires auc- 
cumbed to the weight on them and 
were broken. The result was a com­ 
plete suspension of telegraph and tele­ 
phone service. The wires of the elec­ 
tric light company were also down in 
many places, and traffic had to be sus­ 
pended the greater part of Sunday 
night. 
Four horses were killed by 
tre*ading on live electric 
light wires 
and 
two 
repairmen 
were 
badly 
shocked. Many narrow escapes

reported of physicians and others who 
had to be out in the sto^n*. Railroad 
traffic was also interfered with and 
trains were very late.

There is in the possession of Wilfred 
PoAvell. who represents the Brltich em- 
pire at tiiis port a tlniei>iece that told 
oil' the hours for England's royal mar- 
tyr. 


After his victory over 
Charles 
II. 
Oliver CromAvell Avrote exultantly 
to 
EnghuuVs Parliament, telling how the 
enemy 
Avas beaten 
from 
hedge 
to 
hedge till ho Avas Anally driven into 
Worcester. 
There Avere 700ü prison- 
ers among the spoils of that flght. The 
royal carriage in Avhich tho king had 
been carried Avas there, too, and in 
that handsome carriage was the royal 
carriage Avatch, Avhich 'also fell into 
the hands of tho victorious CroniAvell. 


This 
timepiece 
of 
royalty, 
Avhich 
still licks after a career of 202 years, 
Avas made iu IGiO for King Charles I, 
by the royal Avatchmaker of that time. 


King Charles I. Avas beheaded two 
years before his sou Charles 1!. Avas 
defeated on and escaped from the field 
of Worcester. 


It is of the oldest Avatchmaking pat- 
tern, being made 
entirely 
by 
hand, 
and costing in its day a good round 
sum of money. 
The case is of solid sil- 
ver, ornamented in beautiful pierced 
filigree 
Avork, and there is an outer 
case of copper Avith a handsome leath- 
er cover, silver studded. 
Tlie royal 
Avatch runs thirty-six hours AA^itii one 
Avinding. 
Only one hand is used iu 
designating the time. 


There is a sJver bell enclosed Avithin 
the silver case, on Avhich the hours 
are struck. 
There is alKo an alarm at- 
tachmeut. 
The watch is four and one- 
half inches iu diameter, and one and 
a half inches thick. 


Cromwell kept it as a personal pos- 
session for years. 
But after the res- 
toration it fell into the hands of Jos- 
eph Kipling, Esq.. of Overstone House, 
North Hants, England, an ancestor of 
Kudyard Kipling. 
Joseph KipUng AA-as 
also an ancestor of the present OAvner 
of the watch.—Philadelphia Telegraph.

Frequently persons inqulix) bow to 
•raise cucumbers, squashes or melons so 
as to avoid the ravages of thè striped 
beetle (diabrotlca vittata). 
During the 
last ten years I bave bad no trouble 
with the beetle. 
This is what I have 
been doing: 
When I plant cucumbers» 
whicb are planted in bills five or six 
seeds to the hill, I stick into each bill 
Xwo or three small onions. The beetles 
Always give my cucumber or mi^lon 
.patch a -wide berth. 
There is no loss; 
the cucumbers grow just as well as 
if the onions were not there and when 
the cucumbers are done bearing I get 
several messes of good onions.—J. W.

In the spring quite a number of these 
liens will want to sit, and then eggs of 
thoroughbreds may be bought or an 
Incubator used and a fine fiock of 
high-grade birds obtained for tb'e sec- 
ond winter, the old bens furnishing 
-the egg supply for the summer and 
many of them Avill lay Into the winter. 
Wben they stop they can be fattened 
And prepared for the holiday market.

.try business than this, provided always 
tbat one bas some experience in the

interest 
and 
none that 
it 
would lose with more poi^-nant shame 
and sorrow that the redoubtable strong- 
hold we took from Spain at the begin- 
ning of the reign of Queon Anne. 


The fact that throu^rhout tho eight- 
eenth century, 
when so many 
con- 
quests in both hemispheres 
changed 
liands backward and forward in suc- 
cessive Avars 
and 
under 
successive 
treaties, Gibraltar 
remained 
perma- 
nently in the keeping 
of 
England, 
might spem to prove that British senti- 
ment Avith regard to it was from tlie 
first the same as it is to-day. 
But this 
is far from having been the case. For, 
althougli at the end of 200 years of 
our possession of the forlross, at a 
time when 
the imperial instinct 
of 
Englishmen has become 
more 
con- 
sciously devoloi)od and more deeply in- 
grained than ever before, and at the 
same time more intelligently apprecia- 
tive of the true meaning of sea power 
and alive to the strategical require- 
ments of its maintenance, the retention 
of the lioy of the Mediterranean has 
become an essential article of our po- 
litical 
creed, 
it was a 
considerable 
time before the immense value of the 
acquisition was fully raiiized by Brit- 
ish statesmen. 


It seems strange enouirh to us to re- 
niomber that King George I. and his 
Ministers were ready to give up Gi- 
braltar merely to secure Spain's ac- 
quiescence 
in 
the 
arrangement 
by 
M-hich the Quadruple 
Alliance 
was 
anxious to 
malio some 
pettifogging 
modifications in the shuflie of terri- 
tories etrected by the treaty of Utrecht, 
but it is still more extraordinary that 
so clear-sighted, 
patriotic and 
high- 
spirited an ompirp builder 
as 
Lord 
Chatham himself should have made a 
similar oiler 
as 
an 
inducement 
to 
?!paln to help us to recover Minorca— 
and this, moreover, at a time when the 
fortress has been in our hands for 
more than half a century and its vital 
importance lo our growing 
maritime 
supremacy had already 
been 
abun- 
dantly proved in the naval wars of the 
period. 
Happily the Spaniards were 
as blind as ourselves to the supreme 
Importance of the position command- 
ing the road from the Atlantic to the 
MiHliterranean. 


The truth is, as readers of ^Mahan 
do not need to be reminded, that the 
Importance of sea power and the na- 
ture of the foundations on which it is 
based were very imperfectly grasped 
even by England in the seventeenth 
and the first half of the oiiihteenth cen- 
tury and scarcely at all by any other 
European power. 
Occasionally at in- 
tervals some statesmen 
like Colbert 
in France, or Alboroni in Spain, had 
more than an Inkling of the 
truth, 
but no nation except England 
made 
deliberate and sustained el't'orts witli a 
view to maritime development. 
Even 
England did so rather by instinct than 
by insight. 


Of tliis blindness to the true prin- 
ciples of maritime policy the taking of 
Gibraltar and its history during the 
following three-quarters of a century 
afford a striking illustration. 
Just as 
the vast importance of its acquisition 
was at the time underrated bolh by 
England and Spain, so its actual cap- 
ture by the former was an afterthought 
and (it may ahnost bo said) an acci- 
dent 
It bet-aniti a British possession in 
the first instance because at a time 
when Ave happened to be at war with 
one of tite rival claimants to the Span- 
ish throne our admiral in the Medit- 
teranean hai)pened to have no parti- 
cular objective in view, and, having 
failed in his only enterprise of that 
year, was unwilling to return 
home 
witli a fine fieet that had done not'hing 
for the honor of the iiag. So he thought 
he might as well make* an attack on 
Gibraltar as do anything else. 
Nev- 
ertheless. his notion has to be reclc- 
oned among tiie notable '*deeds that 
M'on the empire," and one that on its^ 
bi-centennury deserves to be held in 
remembrance.

Yet the feline didn't 
writhe. 


No. 4.

yet handed out, and after it had fin- 
ished the meat and the two kinds of 
poison it calmly washed its face and 
looked up thankfully at the lady and 
the pretty girl, who yvovo watching 
from a window.

Shells, Eggs and Soft Stones Used 


fore Onyx Was Known. 


An interesting lecture was recently 
delivered by Mr. Cyril Davenport at 
the Royal Institution, London, dealing 
with the beautiful handicraft dating 
from Ptolemaic times—cameos. 
Mr. 
Davenport maintained that a first rate 
intaglio on hard stone Avas the 
finest 
work of art which could be wrought by 
the hand of man. 
Intaglios, however, 
he explained, were normally intended 
for the purpose of making impressions 
being therefore, only a means to an 
end. whereas a cameo was complete in 
itself. 
He described the process nec- 
essary to the production of a cameo, 
including the mysteries 
of the bow 
drill, cutting diamond point, and mod- 
ern gem cutter's lathe. 
A 
short ac- 
count was also given of the early his- 
tory of cameos on shells, eggs 
and 
soft stones before the discovery 
of 
onyx as the material specially adapt- 
ed for cameo 
cutting. 
The 
Graeco- 
Roman, and especially the Augustan, 
period was rich in cameos, and almost 
every great Roman v/ished 
to have 
his portrait cut in onyx. 
One of these 
an exQuisite portrait of the emperor 
himself, which formerly belonged to 
the Strozzl collection, is perhaps the 
finest 
existing cameo. 
Such 
portrait 
cameos were practicably indestructible 
except by accident. 
The large came- 
os—the "Triumph of Bacchus/' at the 
Vatican; the "Agate 
de 
Tibre." at 
Paris, and the "Gemma Augesten/' at 
Vienna—were described in detail, and 
much curious information was given 
about the signatures on cameos. When 
these signatures- were in relief 
they 
were undoubtedly genuine, but 
when 
in intaglio they might 
be 
forgeries, 
and many such signatures were known 
to have been forged during the Ren- 
aissance. 


Regarding the glass plates the iin- 
est instances of glass cameos are to 
be found upon the Portland vase and 
the Auldjo vases, both in London, and 
on the Vase des Vendanges, at Naples. 


The remarkable change from 
the 
classical and mythological designs of 
the Graeco-Roman times to the Chris- 
tian themes of the 
fourth 
century, 
when Constantino the Great 
became 
Christian, is curiously illustrated in 
cameos. 
Hercules 
was 
christened 
"David," Perseus and the Gorgon be- 
came "David and Goliath," and Ven- 
usos and Ledas were turned into "Vir- 
gin Marys;" and the great "Agate de 
Tibre*' at Paris was only saved from 
destruction by being called the "Tri- 
umph of Joseph in Egypt/' 
Then at 
the Renaissance they all Avent 
back 
again, and classical art recovered its 
lost position. 
The Renaissance cam- 
eo cutters were very skilled 
work- 
men, but ill 
spite 
of their 
general 
high level they had not succeeded in 
making any very important cameo, al- 
though the "Hymeneal Procession of 
Eros and Pschye" realized a high price. 
They were, however, eminently suc- 
cessful in the setting of gems. Pope 
Pius n . and Lorenzo 
de 
Medici be- 
stowed high and learned patronage in 
the matter of engraved gems. 
Two 
very cliarming pendants 
with cameo 
portraits of Queen 
Elizabeth 
repre- 
sented English work, and fine recent 
work has also been executed by Ed- 
v/ard Burch, 
Marchant, 
Wray 
and 
Brett. 
In Great Britain, however, the 
art was virtually lost, and Bernardo 
PIstruccI, chief engraver to the mint, 
who designed the beautiful group of 
St. George and the Dragon on the Eng- 
lish sovereign coin was really the last 
great cameo designed. 
In France fine 
work has been done in late years 
by 
Adolph David, Henri 
Francois, Geor- 
ges Lemaire 
and 
others.—Scientific 
American.
